He is accountable before 
God! If the home is not a success, 
the husband and father is primarily 
and first of all responsible. 

After the fall in the garden of 


‘* Eden, God made man responsible 


for the providing of food for his 
family. It was to Adam, not to 
Eve, that God said in Genesis 3: 
17-19: 


ce 


. Cursed is the ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt 
thou eat of it all the days of 
thy life; Thorns also and this- 
tles shall it bring forth to 
thee; and thou shalt eat the 
herb of the field; In the sweat 
of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread, till thou return unto the 


+ ground; for out of it wast thou 


taken; for dust thou art, and 
unto dust shalt thou return.” 


The husband is even called “‘the 
saviour of the body” of his wife 
in Ephesians 5:23. The wife and 
children should be all the help they 
can in earning daily bread and in 
the duties and labor of the home, 
as was the good woman of Prov- 
erbs 31:10, 31. Yet God expects man 
to take on his broad shoulders the 
principal care of providing for his 
own. That applies even to the 
widows of his family as you see 
from I Timothy 5:4, 8. 


Man Should Lead in Religious 
Matters 
The husband and father should 


be the high priest of the home. 
, That is clear from one end of the 


3 “...And For Me” 


In Ephesians 6:18 Paul exhorts 
the Christians of Ephesus to pray 
always with all prayer and all 
perseverance for all the saints. 
Then he continues his command 
about prayer, “and for me!” He 
Wanted them to pray “that utter- 
ance may be given unto me, that 
I may open my mouth holdly ... 
that therein I may speak boldly as 
I ought to speak” (Eph. 6:19, 20).

Bible to the other. When God came 
to the Garden of Eden in the cool 
of the day after man’s sin, He 
called, “Adam, Adam, where art 
thou?”

In 
Numbers, chapter 30, the Lord 
clearly teaches that even a wom- 
an’s duty to God is controlled by 
her father or her husband.

In I Peter 3:1 the Lord com- 
mands a wife to submit even to 
her unsaved husband and in

REVIVAL FLOOD-TIDE 
CONTINUES IN MISSISSIPPI 


This is Monday afternoon. To- 
day closes the second week of this 
remarkable country revival. How- 
ever, a night or two ago some 200 
people held their hands indicating 
they lived in McComb, and others 
come from every near-by communi- 
ty and town. 

My heart is happy in the Lord 
today, and throughout the day I 
have felt praises to God welling 
up in my heart for the wonderful 
services Sunday. In these two 
weeks, about 225 separate individ- 
uals have come forward in the 
meeting. Most of them came as 
new converts professing publicly 
their acceptance of Christ as Sav- 
iour. Others came as backsliders, 
most of them having been a long 
way in sin and not even claiming 
to be Christians. A few of them, 
not many, came for church mem- 
bership by letter. Very few have 
been children. A large percent- 
age have come with tears. 


Saturday night after feeling a 
little let-down in the revival, a 
sense of self-satisfaction among 
the Christians and a little falling 
off of results (only five adults 
came forward one night), I 
preached on “The Christian That 
Makes God Vomit,” and dwelt up- 
on the lukewarmness of Christians 
toward Christian living, toward the 
Bible, toward prayer and soul win- 
ning. The service had remarkable 
effect. By the score Christians 
crowded down the aisle to confess 
their lukewarmness and indiffer- 
ence. (Of course none of these 
were counted as conversions or 
reclamations). Later we found that 
several men had given up tobacco 
habits, several homes had begun 
the family altar and drastic chang- 
es began in a number of lives. Sun- 
day morning most of the preaching 
period was given over to confes- 
sions of sins, and for one hour peo- 
ple confessed sins including curs- 
ing, drunkenness, lying, robbing 
God, picture show attendance, 
grudges and hate, prayerlessness 
and neglect of the Bible and lack 
of soul winning. There were many, 
many tears. 

Sunday afternoon I preached by 
the kind invitation of Pastor W. A. 
Gill at the East McComb Baptist 
Church. The building was filled. 
One woman for whom prayer had 
long been made was saved, a young 
business man came forward as a 
backslider, a boy joined the church 
for baptism, and Brother Robert 
Hughes baptized his fortieth new 
convert of the revival in the mem- 


bership of Navilla Baptist Church. 
Others have joined by letter, and 
several-others yet await baptism. 
There were ten additions Sunday 
during the day to the East Mce- 
Comb Baptist Church, four miles 
from the revival, a number of 
whom were from our meeting, I 
understand. And I suppose a 
dozen other churches _ received 
members during the day from the 
revival. Some converts announced 
their intention to join Baptist 
churches at Magnolia, Fernwood, 
and three Baptist churches at Mc- 
Comb, one Presbyterian church and 
one Methodist. 


Blessed Results Sunday Night 


Every service has some remark- 
able feature, but I have been 
thanking God all day for those who 
were wonderfully saved last night. 
One dear old white-headed man, 
sixty-three years of age, has oc- 
cupied one seat near the front to 
my left night after night. He had 
asked for prayer before. Last night 
he came forward at the close of 
my sermon on “The Curse of Hid- 
den Sins’’ and said simply, “I will 
trust Jesus as my Saviour.” His 
conversion was as simple as that 
of a child and yet his profession 
was bold and outspoken. Twenty- 
one came forward, only three of 
them children. Perhaps a dozen 
were mature men and women with 
families. The invitation was not 
hard as it sometimes is, and the 
converts came so rapidly that one 
waited upon another as I dealt with 
each one carefully myself and 
made sure that each one confessed 
himself a sinner and was looking 
to Jesus alone for forgiveness and 
salvation. One man said, “You 
certainly clubbed me over the head 
tonight. For long, long years I 
have had some mighty bad things 
in my heart, but God has forgiven 
them all. I am happier right now 
than I ever was in my life.” He 
looked it, too. 


One wife came with tears to ad- 
mit her backslidden life and said, 
“I want you to pray for my hus- 
band.” Then she looked up and 
said, “Why, this is my husband, 
Brother Rice!” He had come down 
another aisle and got to the front 
almost as soon as his wife. The 
lost husband trusted Christ and 
the two rejoiced together. 


The electric lights for the revival 
are furnished by a little gasoline 
engine: Last night a belt came off, 
the engine got hot and died. Most

For nearly a week we have had 
in the revival and visiting friends 
in McComb, my daughter, Mary 
Lloys, thirteen, and Misses Fairy 
Shappard, Eula Lee and Lola Mae 
Bradshaw, office workers who help 
the editor in Dallas. Each one of 
the four have won souls, and Miss 
Fairy Shappard’s singing has been 
especially blessed to many hearts. 

Many sweet memories come to 
mind about the revival. One dear 
woman was baptized Sunday after- 
noon who told me she had only 
been to chruch once before this 
revival in twenty-six years, and 
that to a Holiness church. She had 
attended four services of the re- 
vival before she was converted. 
She is a mother of ten children, 
eight living. Poverty, family 
duties and hard work had long 
kept her away from the church. 
But she said, “I made up my mind 
to come whether I was fixed or 
not.” I will long remember the 
change in her face from sad de- 
Spair to sweet peace and joy. 

Then there was the young wom- 
an who had been resisting the call 
of the Holy Spirit in the invita- 
tion who suddenly said to the 
worker, “I see my Daddy down 
there! I’m going, too!”’ Thank God 
the father led the way. 


Last night as a lady hesitated, 
deeply concerned about her lost 
soul, her unsaved husband said, 
“Go on with her, Kid, I'll go an- 
other time.’”’ She surrendered and 
came and later went back to plead 
with her husband. May God save 
him! 

Christian literature has had a 
very large part in this revival. 
Many came because they had read 
copies of The Sword of the Lord. 
One unsaved man read a sermon 
in The Sword of the Lord and said, 
“I could trust that preacher, I 
want to go hear him.’ Many hun- 
dreds of my tracts and printed ser- 
mons have been distributed and 
have had remarkable effect. Mrs. 
Saucier, a dear old saint past 
seventy held my hand and wept 
as she said, “And that booklet on 
‘Can A Saved Person Ever Be 
Lost? — we don’t have much, but 
I wouldn’t take $25.00 for that ser- 
mon. All these years I have been 
a Christian I have been afraid I 
would do something, make some 
slip, and be lost forever. How I 
thank God I have learned from the 
Scriptures in that book that a 
child of God cannot be lost.” 


A Revival, We Can't Stop 


The moving of God’s Spirit is 
remarkably manifested in the in- 
terest of the people. I intend to 
remain for one week, and we are 
now about to begin the third week. 
In most revivals the preacher needs 
and the people demand one rest 
day. But in this revival the only 
service dismissed was one Saturday 
morning service. Both Saturday 
nights we have had a large at- 
tendance and numbers saved, and 
the same has been true on, Mon- 
days. 

Difficulties cannot dampen the 
ardor of the peoples For instance, 
every day the piano is carried fifty 
yards and up the steps and into 
the church house where it is used 
for the morning service, and then 
back again for the evening service. 
Every day seats have been carried 
into the house, usually enough to 
seat 125 or 150 people, and then 
carried back for the evening serv- 
ice. And yet all this has been done 
without complaint. A number of 
men worked all day Saturday re- 
turning some seats that were 
needed in various churches and 
borrowing others and went with- 
out the noonday meal entirely. 
Nearly half of the days I have 


been here it has rained, and usual- 
ly in the afternoon. A number of 
times I have had my heart become 
burdened and heavy at a real 
downpour of rain two or three 
hours before the evening service. 
It seemed to me no one would 
come. But to my surprise they 
came and practically filled the wet 
benches, covering them with news- 
papers. Once when the rain con- 
tinued until service time, we were 
compelled to move inside, and the 
building was packed to real dis- 
comfort and a number were saved. 
The sustained interest in the re- 
vival when I had expected to re- 
turn to Dallas after one week of 
the revival, reminds me of the 
colored man who, according to 
Thomas Nelson Page, caught a 
billy goat by the horns and then 
yelled, “Somebody come here and 
help me turn this goat a-loose!” 
Once I had already written for 
The Sword of the Lord an an- 
nouncement that I would be at 
Dallas at a certain time to begin 
a revival] and then had to telephone 
to have the printer take out that 
article because I had to stay! I 
suppose I have spent $15.00 on 
long distance telephone calls ex- 
plaining why I could not get away 
from this revival and making plans 
at home. I praise the Lord for a 
revival that won’t die and is not 
hindered by weather or difficulties. 
I humbly and gratefully acknowl- 
edge that it is of the Lord, and it 
is marvelous in our eyes! At pres- 
ent we plan, God willing, to re- 
turn to Dallas for Sunday, July 
24th. But we are not any too posi- 
tive about it! (Will announce in 
telephoned message Wednesday 
night, God willing, and print it in 
the paper).

Joshua Chose the Religion for His 
Whole Household 


We have a remarkable example 
of a Godly man in the case of 
Joshua. You will be thrilled to read 
again his last charge to the men 
and off.cers of Israel as recorded 
in Joshua, Chapter 24. Notice that 
his address was especially to the 
heads of families and officers, ac- 
cording to the first verse. 


“And Joshua gathered all 
the tribes of Israel to Shec- 
hem, and called for the elders 
of Israel, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for 
their officers; and they pre- 
sented themselves before God.” 
To these Joshua gave a great 

address showing how God had 
brought them from Egypt, through 
the w.lderness wanderings and into 
the land of Canaan, with a mighty 
hand and great blessings, and he 
urged them to serve the Lord. In 
verse 15 he came to the great cli- 
max of his address as follows: 


“And if it seem evil unto 
you to serve the Lord, choose 
you this day whom ye will 
serve; whether the gods which 
your fathers served that were 
on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of the Amorites, 
im whose land ye dwell; BUT 
AS FOR ME AND MY 
HOUSE, WE WILL SERVE 
THE LORD!” 


Joshua spoke for himself, “I will 
serve the Lord.” 

For his wife he said, “She will 
serve the Lord!” 

For his children he said, “They 
will serve the Lord!” 

For his servants he said, “They 
will serve the Lord!’’ 

If there were grandchildren liv- 
ing under his roof he said, “They 
will serve the Lord!” Joshua said 
in effect: 

“You heads of families choose 
for yourself and your families, and 
I will chocse for all of mine, I 
will serve the Lord, and I will see 
that my family serves the Lord!” 

God give us men like Joshua! 
Men who will serve God them- 
selves, and then will take on their 
shoulders and on their conscience 
the responsibility before God and 
man for the religious teaching and 
guidance of their families! This 
is what God requires of the head 
of a family. 


Abraham Commanded His Houte- 
hold Even in Religion 


Abraham was a friend of God, a 
man that God could trust. When 
the Lord started to destroy Sodom 
and Gomorrah, He said, 


“And the Lord said, Shall I 
hide from Abraham that thing 
which I do; Seeing that Abra- 
ham shall surely become a 
great and mighty nation, and 
all the nations of the earth 
shall be blessed in him? FOR 
I KNOW HIM THAT HE 
WILL COMMAND HIS CHIL- 
DREN AND HIS HOUSE- 
HOLD AFTER HIM, AND 
THEY SHALL KEEP THE 
THE WAY .OF THE LORD, 
to do justice and judgment; 
that the Lord may bring wpon 
Abraham that which he hath 
spoken of him” (Gen. 18:1T- 
19). 

Abraham commanded his chil- 
dren and his household after, him 
so that they kept the way of the 
Lord! And for that, God blessed 
him and told him what was in His 
heart. God give us heads of fami- 
lies like Abraham! 


Eli, An Example of a Slacker 
Father 


Tre sons of Eli, the priest of 
Ged, “knew not the Lord” (I Sam. 
2:12). They were covetous and 
adulterers and Eli knew all about 
it and rebuked them lightly (I 
Sam. 2:22-25). However, Eli did 
not put a stop to the iniquity of 
his sons as a father can and ought 
to do and so the Lord pronounced 
a curse against Eli and his fami- 
ly as follows: 


“In that day I will perform 
against Eli all things which 
I have spoken concerning his 
house; when I begin, I will 
also make an end. For I have 
told him that I will judge his 
house for ever for the iniquity 
which he knoweth; because his 
sons made themselves vile, and

he restrained them not” (I 
Samuel 3:12, 13). 

A man is responsible for his 
family whether he wants it so or 
not. All the lying excuses will not 
change the fact that a man can 
raise his family and so teach them 
and lead them and discipline them 
that they will serve the Lord. In 
Proverbs 22:6 the Lord says, 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go; and when he is old, he 
will not depart from it.’" The Lord 
did not say that a child properly 
reared would come back to his fa- 
ther’s way and a righteous life; the 
Lord plainly says that the child 
will never leave it “even when he 
is old,” or grown and out from 
under the father’s care! Fathers 
are responsible for their children, 
even responsible for their eternal 
soul’s welfare. 

Children should obey and honor 
both father and mother, but God 
certainly holds the father first in 
responsibility as these Scriptures 
show. 

This responsibility for teaching 
and rearing children to serve the 
Lord is so great that God com- 
manded His people to be earnestly 
diligent about it. In Deuteronomy 
6:6-9 we read: 

“And these words, which I 
command thee this day, shall 
be im thine heart; And thou 
shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when 
thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt bind 
them for a sign upon thine 
hand, and they shall be as 
frontlets between thine eyes. 
And thou shalt write them up- 
on the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates.” 

A similar passage 
Deuteronomy 11:18-21. 

So rigid was God’s’ requirement 
that fathers should rear their 
children in strict obedience and 
righteousness that He command- 
ed that rebellious sons should be 
publicly stoned! The father him- 
self, aided by the mother, were to 
sieze the rebellious son who would 
not obey, bring him before the 
elders of the city and have him 
stoned to death! God commanded 
in Deuteronomy 21:18-21: 


is found in 


Fathers to Have Rebellious Sons 
Stoned Under Moses’ Law 


“If a man have a stubborn 
and rebellious son, which will 
not obey the voice of his fa- 
ther, or the voice of his 
mother, and that, when they 
have chastened him, will not 
hearken unto them; Then shall 
his father and mother lay 
hold on him, and bring him out 
unto the elders of his city, and 
unto the gates of his place; 
And they shall say unto the 
elders of his city, This our son 
is stubborn and rebellious, he 
will not obey our voice; he 
is a glutton, and a drunkard. 
And all the men of his city 
shal] stone him with stones, 
that he die; so shalt thou put 
evil away from among you; 
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Slacker Husbands 


and all Israel shall hear, and 

fear.” 

We are not under the strict pen- 
alties of the Mosaic law now, but 
this should illustrate how seriously 
in earnest and conscientiously dil- 
igent a father must be in the rear- 
ing of his children! God holds 
the father accountable. 


God Wants Strong Men, Not 


Weaklings, For Heads of Families 

How much God expects of the 
head of a family! He is to be like 
a god in his home, verily a high 
priest and a prophet of God. The 
blame for the broken homes, the 
untrained and undisciplined chil- 
dren, the immmodestly dressed and 
fashion-mad wives, and the whole 
train of evils which curse our 
American civilization must be 
blamed upon degenerate, weakling 
men, slackers and shrinkers and 
quitters, not willing to take the 
place of manhood and bear the 
burdens which God lays on men as 
heads of families. 


Man, if your home is wrong, you 
are wrong. If your daughter turns 
out to be an immoral woman and 
your son a highjacker, you are to 
blame in God’s sight. If your fami- 
ly does not live within its income, 
if they do not serve the Lord in 
sincerity and in truth, the respon- 
sibilty is yours. If they have missed 
the blessings of the family altar, 
prayer in the home, thanks at the 
table, old-fashioned Bible disci- 
pline, God holds you to account 
for it. If you have not won your 
wife and your children to know 
the Lord as Saviour and to follow 
Him in daily life, you have failed 
your duty. How great is the honor 
of a husband and father and how 
heavy are his responsibilities! Any 
man who is not willing to take 
the place God assigned to the hus- 
band and father is not fit to mar- 
ry a good woman nor to bring 
helpless children into this world. 


If a man reads this who is not 
truly born again and a successful 
every-day Christian, then for the 
sake of your family and for Je- 
sus’ sake, get right with God today 
lest you should lead your family 
to utter ruin away from God! Only 
God can make a man what he must 
be to be a good husband and fa- 
ther. Seek His help today and 
every day, if that position is yours. 


God Commands Wives First, Then 
Husbands 


Every time God gives orders to 
husbands and wives about their 
treatment of each other in the Bi- 
ble, He speaks to wives first, then 
husbands. When He commands fa- 
thers and children about their 
duties to each other, He commands 
children first and then fathers. He 
commands servants first, then mas- 
ters, subjects first, then rulers. 
God wants no excuse left to sub- 
jects who do not want to obey their 
rulers, a servant who does not 
want to obey his master, a child 
who does not want to obey his fa- 
ther, or a wife who does not want 
to obey her husband. When God 
speaks to people about their duties 
to Him, He speaks first to men. 
Where He speaks to people con- 
cerning their duties to others, He 
speaks first to wives, then to hus- 
bands. See how this works out in 
the passage beginning with Ephe- 
sians 5:1 and ending with Ephe- 
sians 6:9. See the same thing in 
the passage beginning in Colos- 
sians 3:18 and ending with Colos- 
sians 4:1, and likewise in I Tim- 
othy 6:12. 

That rule is followed every place 
in the Bible where duties of wives 
and husbands to each other are 
discussed. Read carefully Genesis 
3:16, 17; Ephesians 5:22-25, Co- 
lossians 3:18; 19, and I Peter 3:1-7. 

God wants children to obey their 
parents even if the parents are 
wicked. Servants should obey their 
masters even if they are sometimes 
unkind. Citizens should obey the 
laws of their country even though 
they be administered by wicked 
and corrupt men. Likewise, God 
expects women to feel their duty to 
obey their husbands, good or bad, 
saved or unsaved. Nowhere in the 
Bible is a wife’s duty to her hus- 
band conditioned on the kind of 
character he has or the way he 
treats her. The divine order in 
giving commands to men and wom- 
en could not be an accident, but is 
evidently meant to leave those who 
should obey without any excuse 
for not doing so. 
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The right of labor to or- 
ganize and bargain col- 
lectively with employers. 
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
